On some Pseiidoscorpionidea from Malaya and

r l HE present paper is based on a smalt, buL very interesting 
collect inn from Selangor, Malay Peninsula, submitted to me for 
study by Dr. J. K. A tidy from the Institute of Medical Kesearch 
m Kuala Lumpur, to whom 1 wish to express my thanks for Iris 
kindness.

Tiio carapace basnlly very constricted, with 1G strong distal 
bristles, two of them on the hind margin and two immediately 
besitU; the epos tome, which is projecting, rounded or dtstnlly 
finely deutated- The anterior eyes with a strongty vaulted lens, 
distant by barely their diameter from the front margin; the 
posterior ones flat, without any lens, appearing as well bordered 
bright spots, distant, from the anterior eyes by more than their 
diameter. The first three tergites with always 4, the other ones 
with K marginal bristles, the median bristles of the tergites ■! 
ond o, however, only half as long as the four lateral ones and 
more delicate, sometimes wanting. SternUes with $ marginal 
setae. The fixed chelicetul finger without any preapieal tooth, 
with a strong median tooth followed proximally by about 
smaller teeth, which decrease basally; the movable finger with 
!-■ to 1-1 very small, equal teeth; galea! tubercle scarcely indi¬ 
cated. Maxillary lobes rather small, with two bids ties hist ally* 
Pedipalps smooth. Hand ratlu?r broad oval, about 1*7 times as 
long as broad. Fingers a little more than half as long again as 
die hand, the fixed one with about liti equal and well separated 
marginal teeth, without secondary teeth, the movable one with 
about 14 acute teeth in the distal part, proximal ly with addi¬ 
tional H to in flat and rudimentary marginal teeth, likewise with¬ 
out secondary teeth* Disposition of the tactile setae as in the 
other members of the genus.

Differs from the typical form by the relatively lunger fingers 
ol' the palps, the absence of a subapical tooth on the fixed linger 
of the chelicera and the more widely separated eyes, of which 
the hind pair is distinctly reduced, 

Tyrailnoch llionius (Lsigyiuichthonius) cxigmis n.sp. (Fig. 2) 

Tiie smallest species yet described of the subgenus Lagy- 
■nachiotnux. The cnrapiUre nearly quadrate, basal ly scarcely 
constricted, without any distinguishable sculpture, absolutely 
eyeless; the rudimentary anterior eyes are perceptible as lighter 
spots, and centrally to them there are some very fine granules; 
the disk with Id bristles, two of which are on the hind margin; 
the fore margin straight, without mbs Lome, the two epistomal

The new species is more closely related to T. (L.) amiamen- 
m. than to any other species of the subgen us, but differs also 
from it in the smaller sine,, in the chaetotaxy of the abdominal 
tergites, the Absence of eyes, the homochromous, distally very 
weakly contracted palpal hand and in Lhu dentation of the palpal 
fingers* 

Alocobisium nov. gen* 

Very small, Carapace distinctly longer than broad, absolutely 
eyeless, with a broad and sharply bordered transverse furrow 
L>c to re the hind margin, the fore margin anguluted medially and 
w ith n short and blunt ep is tome* All of the 11 abdominal tergites 
undivided. Anal conus projecting, with 2 dorsal bristles. Pleural 
membrane of the abdomen granulated for the most part, but in 
the hind segments dursahy and vent rally with same sharp wavy 
longitudinal wrinkles. The base of the chelicera with :"i bristles, 
SB and IS the longest. Both fingers of the chelicera equally den¬ 
uded, the movable one with a simple, bristle-like galea. The 
terminal lobus of the maxilla bluntly pointed, with 2 strong 
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bristles. Pedi pulps smooth. Tibi a with a deep articular fissure 
iocs tally. Palpal fingers stout, with closely set teeth, the feted 
one only with venom apparatus and veuedens, the movable one 
with a blunt, pin-like terminal tooth, proximud of which a 
channel-like cavity. Fixed palpal finger with 7 tactile setae, the 
Sth (;bj situated near the base of the dorsum of the hand; 
movable finger with 4 tactile setae, the three distal ones in a 
duster, at dose to ah, but the areolae not in contact., t distant 
by one areolar diameter. The femur of the fourth pair of legs 
very broad, with the articulation line vertical to the Song axis of 
the femur. Tarsi two-segmented^ the second segment about twice 
as long as the first one. Sub terminal seta simple. The genital area 
of the male fairly huge and well differentiated, the accessory 
glands paired, with globular clusters* 

Genotype: AtocobLnum ytmluGC&n&e n*sp. 

The new genus is characterized by the presence of a broad 
and sharply bordered transverse furrow' near the hind margin 
of the carapace and by the occurrence of longitudinal wrinkles 
in the pleural membrane of the abdomen* its position within the 
Ideobisiinae is between Idvobisium. and Nannubixium, but it 
seems to be more closely related to the latte]’ genus. 

Alocobisium malaccense n.sp. (Fig* 3) 

Abdomen, legs and the basal part of the carapace behind the 
transverse furrow light yellowish, the other sclerutised parts 
pale reddish-brown, the 9 posterior abdominal tergites on tho 
fore margin - c \ little move strongly chitinized, Carapace eyeless, 
with 22 bristles, 4 on the lore and t> on the hind margin; the 
transverse furrow before the hind margin very broad and sharply 
bordered, somewhat widened medially, and here as broad as the 
basal part of the carapace* The first abdominal tergite with G, 
the second with 7 marginal setae, the following with always 7 
marginal and 1 lateral setae. The movable linger of the chelicera 
with R equal marginal teeth. The pedipalps scarcely as long as 
the budy, smooth. Trochanter without a distinct tubercle behind. 
Femur 3 times as long as wide, with the pedicle short, but dis¬ 
tinct, Tibia stout, 1-9 times as long as wide, with the club broadly 
oval, the articular cut reaching to the middle of the inner margin. 
Chela 2-7 to 28 times as long as broad* Hand broadly oval. 
Fingers very thick, as tong as the hand with the pedicle, with 
always 25 to 28 contiguous and truncated marginal teeth* The 
siLuntkm of the tactile setae as described in the diagnosis of the 
genus.

Two males and seven females from Singapore, H. N. Ridley 
leg. i RriLish Museum, nr. 3&) T belong without doubt to this spe¬ 
cif though they are a little smaller than the types as described 
by With and differ from the original description in only a few 
features, none of which are of taxonomic importance. The cam- 
pace is Lighter basally and also the palpal lemur usually, 
especially in tire female sex, distinctly lighter in colour than !he 
wilier joints. The latter is medially beset with extremely fine and 
scattered granules, which are easy to overlook. The tibia is al- 
iiLurt. the hand absolutely smooth. Semi!a with 23 blades. Femur 
of the palps 2-2 times, tibia It) times, chela, 2-G times (without 
the pedicle 2'-l limes) as long as wide. Fixed linger with 35, mov¬ 
able one with 47 marginal teeth. Abdominal tergites mostly with 
10, rarely with 12 marginal bristles.
